By the laws 
of Franco life vows are invalid, but such 
disapprove hy the civil power has no 
weight with the naiion law. St. Vincent 
do Paul, who established tho order of the 
Sisters of Charity in lOSJ, ordained that 
their vows should be taken lor orie year 
only. He was the first founder of a reli- 
gious order who took tlio ground that it 
was possible for the members of a rell- 
jious community to boldly use their tal- 
ent anil labor with it in the world instead 
of burying it in tho seclusion of tho clois- 
ter. He said: " Yoi>r convents must be the 
houses of tho sick; your cell, the chamber

hospital; your rule, the vow of obedience; 
yoni grille, the fear of God; your veil to 
shut out tlio world, holy modesty." 


In tho many political upheavals of 


Franco, during which various rqllglotis 
orders Iiavo suffered abolishment, tho Sis- 
ters of Charity have been always allowed 
to exist, even in the days of the terror and 
of tho directory. The Little Sisters of tho 
Poor is tho only other order looked upon 
with government favor in France. 


There are many American precedents 


for Miss Drpxol's action. Tbero is tho 
case of Miss Hosocrans, daughter of Gen- 
eral Kosccrausof Ohio, who for some years 
was an Ur&ulino nun In an Ohio convent, 


She secured a release frora her vows and

LIVING WITHOUT HEADS. 


A Flj- May Surviio After tho Head Is 
. 


To go about the usual affairs of its 


daily existence minus a head would 
appear to be a rather unsatisfactory 
business, but this is precisely what 
certain insects seem capable of doinff. 
Experiments havo been made with 
common house flies, with the curious 
result that thirty-six hours after de- 
capitation the bodies were seemingly 
as lively as ever. The bodies' of but- 
terflies have lived eighteen days after 
thOTheads were cut off.

hftttd, tha heads soon lose all signs ol 
vitality, rarely showing anf indioa. 
tions of consciousness after six hours. 
Whether the spinal cord and column 
do not extend above the shoulders ol 
these insects, or whether there is some 
error in tho theory that the severance 
of the spinal cord is fataL would 
seem to be debatable ground.

Why We Have Treeless Flams. 


Various theories have been advanced 


to accou nt for the fact that there are 
in many countries vast areas of tree- 
less land. One of the most popular of 
these theories', and the one generally 
accepted, is that prairin fires destroy 
all efforts of the trees to get a foot- 
hold in these localities. Another au- 
thority holds that the-soil is not of 
the proper sort for tree growing. The 
fact that trees planted on prairies and 
plains grow luxuriently seems to dis- 
prove both of these theories and leaves 
such speculations with nothing to 
rest on. A writer in .the London Geo- 
graphical Journal puts forth a new 
explanation for the lack of forests in 
suoli localities. He claims that there 
are trees only where there lias been 
water to carry the seeds. These tree- 
less plains have never been inundated 
since they became dry land, and there- 
fore have never had tree seeds car- 
ried over their surface to lodge there, 
and by long continued moisture to 
sprout and grow. This certainly is a 
much more rational reason than the 
others given, and is borne out by the 
fact that all over the western plains 
and prairies there are young wood- 
lands and thickets planted by the 
hand of man that bid fair to rival the 
natural forests in growth and value

In these latter times there does not seem 


to be much encouragement given to tho 
practice of perpetual vows. By the laws 
of Franco life vows are invalid, but such 
disapprove hy the civil power has no 
weight with the naiion law. St. Vincent 
do Paul, who established tho order of the 
Sisters of Charity in lOSJ, ordained that 
their vows should be taken lor orie year 
only. He was the first founder of a reli- 
gious order who took tlio ground that it 
was possible for the members of a rell- 
jious community to boldly use their tal- 
ent anil labor with it in the world instead 
of burying it in tho seclusion of tho clois- 
ter. He said: " Yoi>r convents must be the 
houses of tho sick; your cell, the chamber

hospital; your rule, the vow of obedience; 
yoni grille, the fear of God; your veil to 
shut out tlio world, holy modesty." 


In tho many political upheavals of 


Franco, during which various rqllglotis 
orders Iiavo suffered abolishment, tho Sis- 
ters of Charity have been always allowed 
to exist, even in the days of the terror and 
of tho directory. The Little Sisters of tho 
Poor is tho only other order looked upon 
with government favor in France. 


There are many American precedents 


for Miss Drpxol's action. Tbero is tho 
case of Miss Hosocrans, daughter of Gen- 
eral Kosccrausof Ohio, who for some years 
was an Ur&ulino nun In an Ohio convent, 


She secured a release frora her vows and

LIVING WITHOUT HEADS. 


A Flj- May Surviio After tho Head Is 
. 


To go about the usual affairs of its 


daily existence minus a head would 
appear to be a rather unsatisfactory 
business, but this is precisely what 
certain insects seem capable of doinff. 
Experiments havo been made with 
common house flies, with the curious 
result that thirty-six hours after de- 
capitation the bodies were seemingly 
as lively as ever. The bodies' of but- 
terflies have lived eighteen days after 
thOTheads were cut off. 
On tho other 


hftttd, tha heads soon lose all signs ol 
vitality, rarely showing anf indioa. 
tions of consciousness after six hours. 
Whether the spinal cord and column 
do not extend above the shoulders ol 
these insects, or whether there is some 
error in tho theory that the severance 
of the spinal cord is fataL would 
seem to be debatable ground. There 
we,flshes that have a peculiar tena- 
city to life.

Why We Have Treeless Flams. 


Various theories have been advanced 


to accou nt for the fact that there are 
in many countries vast areas of tree- 
less land. One of the most popular of 
these theories', and the one generally 
accepted, is that prairin fires destroy 
all efforts of the trees to get a foot- 
hold in these localities. Another au- 
thority holds that the-soil is not of 
the proper sort for tree growing. The 
fact that trees planted on prairies and 
plains grow luxuriently seems to dis- 
prove both of these theories and leaves 
such speculations with nothing to 
rest on. A writer in .the London Geo- 
graphical Journal puts forth a new 
explanation for the lack of forests in 
suoli localities. He claims that there 
are trees only where there lias been 
water to carry the seeds. These tree- 
less plains have never been inundated 
since they became dry land, and there- 
fore have never had tree seeds car- 
ried over their surface to lodge there, 
and by long continued moisture to 
sprout and grow. This certainly is a 
much more rational reason than the 
others given, and is borne out by the 
fact that all over the western plains 
and prairies there are young wood- 
lands and thickets planted by the 
hand of man that bid fair to rival the 
natural forests in growth and value
